CONSUMERS RELIEVER I 
OF T U E S IMPOSED 
FOR WAR REVENUES 


Bryan joined the rest of the United 
States in a long sigh of relief. 
Many 
of the so called nuisances, luxury and 
nonsense taxes, imposed by the gov­ 
ernment as a means of raising 
war 
revenues, were revoked yesterday and 
are being appreciated today. 
The ar­ 
ticles upon which the consumer no 
longer is to pay a direct IO per cent 
tax included ice cream, soda 
water, 
railroad 
transportation, 
feminine 
wearing apparel sporting goods chew­ 
ing gum, toilet articles, musical in­ 
struments and “passes” to theatre? 
and other places of amusement. 
Patrons of amusements where the 
price of admission exceeds IO cents 
however, are given 
no relief. 
The 
amusement tax is unchanged except 
that It is revoked from free admis­ 
sions (passes) and from admissions of 
IO cents or less. 
All the penny taxes at soda water, 
candy and ice cream stores are re­ 
pealed. 
Ice cream cones are one cent 
cheaper as a result. 
The new tax is 
paid by the manufacturer. 
To the traveler great relief is given 
The tax on transportation is repealed 
as well as the surtax on Pullman car 
travel and parlor accommodations. 
All kinds of clothing are relieved 
from the direct consumers tax. 
Thi? 
includes clothing, hats, caps, neck­ 
wear, collars, shirts, shoes and hose. 
The tax has been levied on articles 
costing 
in excess 
of certain 
fixed 
prices. 
Under sporting goods, tennis rac­ 
quets, fishing tackle and rods, base­ 
ball, football and basketball goods are 
included is the list of free from lux­ 
ury taxes. 
A number of taxes are transferred 
j from the purchaser to the retail deal­ 
er. This list includes jewelry, carpets, 
rugs, trunks, traveling bags, portable 
light fixtures asd fans. 
All are 5 per 
cent in excess of certain sums.

FOUND DYING NORTH | 
RHYAN STREET HOUSE 


Lying in the undertaking parlors 
at McCulloch-Gordon Company today, 
is the body of Albert E. Chapman or 
Albert E. Savalle, whose death occur­ 
red Friday afternoon at 5 o’clock in 
a vacant store house of C. G. P ar­ 
sons, who had Elided Chapman finan-J 
dally, on North Bryan street, where 
he and a little girl, Estelle Gordon, 
seven years old had been making their 
home for the past three or four 
weeks. 
About 5 o’clock passers-by 
heard the cries of the little girl with­ 
in the house, went to see the cause 
and found the man in a dying condi­ 
tion on the bed. Physicians were im­ 
mediately called, 
but 
death 
came 
quickly, even before there was time 
to adm inister medicine. 
Dr. J. VV. 
Black who examined the body made 
the statem ent th at there were no 
signs of poison and that death evi­ 
dently came from heart failure. Jus­ 
tice of the Peace J. W. Hamilton held 
an inquest giving a verdict in keep­ 
ing with statem ent of the physician. 
Investigation 
was 
made by Chief 
W. S. Martin. 
Later the body was 
taken in charge by the undertaker 
and will be held, pending informa­ 
tion as to any living relatives of the 
dead man. Mrs. J. L. Brock, chairman 
of the United Charities will care for 
the little girl until some word maj^ 
be received as to relatives, and in i 
case no relative is found, will in con­ 
nection with the local 
Red 
Cross 
chapter, place the child where she 
will be cared for. 
In the little room where the death 
occurred, among the scanty furnish­ 
ings, was found a wooden 
box 
in 
which were some of the valuables of 
the man. 
This box was turned over 
to the secretary of the Red Cross, and 
when investigated there was found 
among other things the honorable dis­ 
charge paper of the man, A. E. Chap­ 
man, the official name however be-, 
ing “Albert E. Savalle, Private, 48th 
Company, 166th Depot Brigade—last 
assigned to Co. C 2nd Engineers.” ! 
Serial number 890,246. The discharge 
paper showed that the man enlisted 
in the U. S. Army at Portland, Ore- i 
gon, June 10th, 1918, and that he was 
I 40 years old at the time of enlist­ 
ment, and single. He was discharged 
honorably at Camp Lewis, W ashing­ 
ton, Feb. 3rd, 1919, and at that time 
given railroad transportation to P o rt-! 
I land, Ore. 
Since that date the name 
I of Albert E. Savalle does not occur on 
any of the papers found, but the name 
of Albert E. Chapman instead. Among 
i the papers were also found a letter 
signing away all claim to Estelle G or-! 
don, age 6 years, and giving her to 
Albert E. Chapman. This paper was 
signed by a Mrs. Estelle Bush, but 
I no date and no address is on the pa­ 
per.

stating that A. E. Savalle No. 96466 
| was initiated by Union No. 87, Inter­ 
national Union of Steam and Operat­ 
ing Engineers, at Portland, Oregon, 
I was also found. 
This mysterious man and child came
